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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 1) the changes in claim 15 are new, and would require additional consideration. 

2) applicant claims to have added a new claim 16, however this claim cannot be found in any of the documents filed on February 20, 
2007. 

3) With regard to applicant's arguments (especially regarding claim 9), applicant argues that the limitation of "only the transmission input 
shaft, the transmission output sahft, the area group input shaft and the area group output shaft, along with associated shift elements of the 
transmission direct gear and the area group direct gear, rotate so as to minimize friction losses" over comes the cited prior art in the 
rejections. However the limitation of "associated shift elements of the transmission direct gear" is broad and has not been specificed. 
This limitation could be interpreted as any element that is in use during direct gear, and in the case of Stine or Frost, they include the 
meshing gears that do not transfer torque to a shaft during direct gear. 

Also, applicant does feel the combination of Frost and Anthonytare proper. Frost teaches a generic transmission 20, and employing the 
transmission of Anthony would still render the device functional, and would also provide a transmission with wear and noise reduction. 

It is suggested that applicant amend claims 9 and 15 to include a limitation that specifies which elements are being rotated, and which 
elements aren't during direct gear. 

Applicant's arguments have been consdiered, but are not persuasive . 
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
